San Francisco, April 4, — Another das- 
tardly attempt was made this morning to 
injure life and property by tho Coast Sea- 
men's Union or their sympathisers. This 
timo tho intended victims wero Captain 
Charles Thorrold and the crew of tho tug 
Ethel and Marion. The vessel has been en- 
gaged for some tims past in taking non- 
union men from the dock to coasting vessels 
lying in the stream. Many attempts have 
boon made to ilrivo Thorrold out of the 
business, but ho has hitherto proved to be 
ono too many for his enemies. This morn- 
ing had tho plane of Thorrold's enemies 
worked properly lie and Ids crew and tho 
Ethel and Marion would have been floating 
about the bay in small boats. A dynamite 
cartridge hud been placed on the 
piston rod. A fuss ( duly capped 
was attached, and tho slightest 
jar would have caused an explosion, which 
would have blown the iittlo vessel to atoms. 
The tug, which has been acting in co-opera- 
tion with tho non-union ollieo of the Ship- 
owners' association, was to go out this 
morning into the stream. All hands were 
aboard except tho captain, and tho fireman 
had a good head of steam up by tho timo 
the engineer arrived. When this latter 
othcer got on board ho began to overhaul 
his machinery. Tho first thing that struck 
his eye was tho infernal machine on the 
piston rod. Ho ran out of the engino room 
in a white heat and gave orders to draw the 
fire. Tho men obeyed his orders without 
knowing the reason. Bad they for ono 
moment known the cause, they never would 
have stopped at work, but would have 
climbed ashore as quick as their limbs would 
have allowed them. Hy the timo Captain 
Thorrold reached the boat with tho non- 
union crew tbo iircs wero out and the 
machinery was quite cold. When tho Cap- 
tain learned 'of the devilish contrivance to 
send him and the tug to destruction, lie 
turned as white as a sheet. He recovered 
himself quickly, however, and ordered all 
hands away from tho boat. Tho Captain 
and engineer then went aboard tho tug and 
removed tho cartridge and fuse from the 
piston rod. Captain Thorrold examined the 
contrivance carefully, and leaving orders for 
nobody to go on board hut the engineer, 
took the fuse and cartridge to tbo North 
Harbor station. Captain Dunlevy detailed 
two of his men to Watch tho vessel while 
the skipper went to tho ollieo of tbo chief 
of police. Tho tug was tied up at the 
wharf, and the engineer and others went 
through the vessel to Bee if there were any 
more contrivances hidden away. The 
Ethel and M irion was searched from stem 
to stern, but no other evidence of the band 
of tho assassin could bo found. Captain 
Thorahl has nothing to Bay as to the iden- 
tity of tho would-be author of wholesale 
murder. He admits having been at outs 
with the Coast .Seamen's Union. He bus 
been attacked before by members of the 
Union, and at one time was obliged to de- 
fend himself and his property at the muz- 
zle of a revolver. A little over a year 
ago, when tho battle between the Union 
and tho shipowners was raging liorcely, 
and before tho shipowners' association was 
formed, ho was among tho foremost in tak- 
ing sailors out to vessels in tho stream. For 
a long time the owners of vessels attempted 
to put their crews aboard at tho dock. This 
was done under tho protection of the police, 
but as soon us the blue coats had turned 
their backs tho sailors were hauled off by 
the Union. Then tbo scheme of taking nou 
union men out to vessels in tho stream was 
adopted, but as soon as thH was done tho 
Union established a boat patrol, and crew 
after crew was pulled out of their Bhips in 
the middle of the buy. When Captain 
Thorrold, who had been employed in taking 
non-union crows out to the vessels, was 
appointed a special deputy shipping com- 
missioner, his appointment put tho climiix 
on the bitterness of the Union towards him.

Last night he sworo out a warrant against 
Clem Austin, tho pugilist, who remains in 
the polico cells awaiting §500 bail.

Toito.NTO, April 4.— Tho third session of 
tho seventh Legislature of Ontario opened 
this afternoon with unusual pomp and cere- 
mony at tho now buildings. The weather 
was delightful and a vast crowd was in at- 
tendance. Lieut. -Governor Kirkpatrick ar- 
rived promptly at 3 o'clook, accompanied by 
Colonel Sir Casimir Gzowski, equorry to the 
Queen, and was received at tho main en- 
trance by the officers of the various city 
regiments and escorted to the legislative 
chamber, wliero he formally declared the 
Legislature open for the dispatch of busi- 
ness. He delivered a speech of consider- 
able length. Tho new Provincial Parlia- 
ment building was on this occasion formally 
opened. The new structure is ono of the 
handsomest of its kind on the continent. 

The Ontario Educational Association con 
veiled here with teachers in attendance 
from jll parts if tho Province. 'The con- 
vention is the lirst held by the association 
since its reorganization, and promises to be 
the most important ever held in Ontario. 
Two hundred and fifty public and high 
school teachers are present. 

Kirtland, the .osconding cashier of the 
Imperial Lo*n and Investment Co., is be- 
lieved to bo in De troit. His shortage will, 
it is said, reach $.'10,000, but it is undorstod 
will be made good, and thoro will be no 
prosecution.

DUFFEREN ATTACKED. 



He is Charged With Plotting Against 
the Interests of 
France, 



And With Pleading in Secret the 
Cause of Germany ami tho 
Triple Alliance. 



Paris, April 4.— Lo Cocarde has re- 
nowed its campaign against Lord Dufferin, 
British Ambassador to Franco. In a leader 
to-day it contends that ho misusea the diplo- 
matic privileges enjoyed by him hero to 
plot against the intorests of Prance. He is 
charged with giving financial support to 
the Triple Alliance and its agents, with 
pleading in secret the cause of Germany, 
and with endeavoring to make trouble be- 
tween tho Russian and French Governments, 
He has not hesitated, Bays the writor, to 
carry his intrigues into the anti-chamber of 
the Elysees. Throughout the crisis of tho 
last few days, the leader adds, his conduct 
has been so flagrantly hostile to Franco that 
his recall should be demanded, for he has 
played tho part, of a veritable cabinet 
wrecker in order that no statesman likely to 
please Russia might bo called to porter. 



Balfour's Bold and Impassioned De- 
nunciation of the "Oppressive 
and Hateful" Measure. 

Belfast, April 4. — The great gathering 
to protest against Irish Home Rule began 
to-day. The scene is ono of general holiday 
in this city and vicinity. Tho railway 
trains havo brought thousands of people to 
Bulfast and tho streets are thronged with 
enthusiastic crowds. Everbody is wearing 
u badge in imitation of tho Union Jack, 
signifying devotion to tho Union, At 
noon tho Right Hon. A. J. Balfour, 
tho Marquis and Marchioness of London- 
derry, tho Duke of Abercorn, tho Mayor of 
Belfast and other leading Unioniats headed 
a monster procession of Orangemen, of mem- 
bers of tho Unionist party, Odd Fellow's 
and other organizations, which marohed 
through the streets wearing the full regalia 
of their respective orders. The procession 
was swelled by students from Dublin in 
their gowns, and bands, accompanied with 
un abundance ot lUgg, played British and 
Unionist airs, while the great multitude 
that lined tho streets all the way to the 
Botanic Gardens cheered with intense en- 
thusiasm as each noted character or well 
known organization passed along. Mr. 
Balfour rode in a carriage bareheaded, con- 
stantly bowing in recognition of the greet- 
ings of tho crowds. Tho bright sunshiny 
weather, the guily decorated buildings, and 
tho great mass of inarching organizations wi.u 
tho attendant crowds, all combined to make 
a most brilliant and impressive spectacle. 
Upon aniving at the grand stand, specially 
erected for the occasiou, Mr. Ballour, the 
Duke of Abercorn, the Marquis of London- 
derry and their party ascended tho stand 
and reviewed the procession. The march- 
ing multitude cheered vociferously as they 
passed, and the Dublin students tore in 
shreds and then burned and trampled under 
foot a copy of tho Irish Home Rule bill in 
front of the stand, whilo Mr. Balfour smiled 
and nodded approval of the demonstration. 

The enthubiam of the day's demonstra- 
tion culminated in tho reception of Mr. 
Balfour when he appeared before thorn at 
the mooting to make his attack on Mr. 
Gladstone's Home Rulo bill. Cheer fol- 
lowed cheer, as he advanced to the front of 
the plutform. When he began to speak, 
his voice was lost in the shouts of tho mul- 
titude. He stood for five minutes watching 
the waving hats and handkerchiefs, and 
waiting for tho uproar to cease. Whilo the 
audience took breath, he opened his ad- 
dress. After touching on the history of 
Ulster, and praising the loyalty, tenacity 
and bravery of tho .men of Ulster, ho ana- 
lyzed the Home Rule bill in tho manner al- 
ready adopted by him in the Houso of 
Commons. Towards tho close of his speech 
be devoted his attention to the probable ef- 
fect that the bill if passed would have upon 
Protestant Ireland. Ho could not wonder, 
ho said, that such a crazy and unjust mea- 
sure as tho one last concocted by Mr. Glad- 
stone had exhausted the forbearance of the 
Ulster loyalists. He could not wonder that 
their indignation had broken all bounds and 
that thoy felt ready to resort to extreme 
measures for the defence of their threat- 
ened rights. Ho would venture, however, 
to appeal to them to remember that Ulster 
did not stand alono in tho present con- 
flict. The men of Ulster had not been aban- 
doned by Great Britain. They had 
friends in England who would Bpare no 
sacrifice to save them from tho fate which 
had been prepared lor them by tho men in 
power. Ho prayed to God that tho Irish 
Loyalists would not be compelled to fight 
for their rights. He felt, that suoh a 
calamity would be averted, yet tho tyranuy 
of majorities might bo found to bo as bad as 
tho tyranny of kings. He could not deny 
conscientiously that what was justifiable 
against a tyrannical king, was, under cer- 
tain circumstances, justifiable against a 
tyrannical majority. Ho trusted, however, 
that bucIi circumstances would never arise.

Ho was apostolic delegate of the province of 
Macerata, in the Marches, until it was an- 
nexed by Victor Emanuol in 1KB0. He then 
returned to Rome and was made canon of 
St. Peter's. When, in 1807, tho cholera 
suddenly appeared in Albano, and the ad- 
ministrative authorities of the city, seized 
with terror, Bed, Mgr. Apollini was invited 
hy Cardinal Antonelli to go there and re- 
store order. Without a moment's delay-he 
went, and left a happy memorial of his 
administrative qualities. Tho year follow- 
ing ho was made auditor of tho Rota, and 
in 1884 Leo XIII. nmdo him vico cumerlan- 
go, which is at present a sinecure, but a 
cardinulatial post, and in 1SS!) he was made 
a deacon cardinal. Before tho terrible 20th 
of September, 1870, Mgr. Apollini frequent- 
ed the salons of the Roman nobility, but 
after the fall of the temporal power lie led 
a very retired life. Ho was remarkable for 
Bound good sense and of an amiable and 
conciliatory disposition.

Paris, April 4. — Tho court of arbitration 
to pasB upon tho difficulties between Great 
Britain nud tho United States as to the 
seal fisheries in Bebring Sea, began its ses- 
sion at 11:20 to-day in a largo apartment in 
the office of tho French foreign ministry. 
Many American ladies were among the au- 
dience. Sir Charles Russell, British At- 
torcey-Goneral, counsel for Great Britain, 
opened tho arguments by moving that Mr. 
Campbell should furnish to the court a copy 
of the report of Sir Henry Elliot on the 
Behring Sea question. Kx Attorney-Gen- 
eral Webster spoke in support of the mo- 
tion, and Messrs. Phelps and Carter, coun- 
sel for the United States, delivered ad- 
dresses in reply, ufter which tho court ad- 
journed ut 1:10 p.m. Mr. Phelps Baid in 
his argument that the United States com- 
municated tho original report in February. 
Mr. Carter contended that the United 
States would bo justified in refusing to pro- 
duce the report asked for, but would pro- 
duce it in order to remove the causes of 
British cavilling. Among tho American 
ladies in the uudieuco wero Mesdames 
Foster, Phelps, Coudert, Harlan, Morgan, 
Lansing, Halford, and the Misses Elkins, 
Cochrane, Shields; Gen. Williams and his 
wife, United States Miniate? Coolidgo, Lord 
Coleridge, chief justice of England, and 
Lord Shand were also present. Tho Baron 
do Courcolles, president of the court, an- 
nounced that Col. Bailey Blankard had 
been appointed associate secretary. 

Sir Charles Russell again demanded the 
production of tho Elliot report, busing his 
application on articlo four of tho treaty of 
arbitration. Mr. Phelps, on behalf of the 
United States, denied that the report was 
referred to in the counter case, to which 
articlo four of tho treaty did not refer. Mr. 
Phelps further denied that it was admis- 
siblo in law that ono party should have 
power to force an adversary, and said Sir 
Charlos desired to use it in evidence. The 
refusal of the United States was not duo to 
any desire to suppress the report, but to 
the fact that it was applied for too late for 
tho American Government to prepare its 
answer to arguments that might possibly be 
based upon it. Nevertheless, he would pro- 
duce the report, as he did not wish to en- 
gender any suspicion of a desire to suppress 
evidence, but after this concession ho would 
decline to produce any further evidence. 
Sir Churles briefly contended that there- 
port was referred to in tho appendix, and 
tho appendix was referred to in tho case 
sufficiently to revoke article four of tho 
treaty. 

After recess Mr. Carter, on the part of 
tho United States, submitted for consider- 
ation a motion that tho tribunal dismiss 
from tho arbitration so much of England's 
nand as relates to America, und is con- 
tained in chapter 1!) (page 15), tho British 
counter case, referring to tho expenditures 
for Supreme Court proceedings. Tho mo- 
tion contemplated, ulso, tho dismissal of 
tin! clause concerning pelagic sealers. 

Mr. Phelps moved the rejection of the 
report of the Behring Sea commission, put 
in evidence at the first meeting of tho arbi- 
trators. His arguments in support of this 
motion were mostly technical, and wero 
based upon a voluminous correspondence 
between the United States and tho British 
Government. His address was unfinished 
when tho commission adjourned until to- 
morrow.

A letter from Thompson's Landing speaks 
of tho unusually heavy snowfall ; ice on tho 
river and arm, denoting a late opening of 
navigation ; tho prevalence of hungry 
wolves that attack the dogs of tho settlers, 
and tho arrival of u few prospectors. Sam 
Underbill has taken up a ruuch at the head 
of the N. E. Arm.

John Boultbee, of Vancouver, acted on be- 
half of the plaintiff, aud Mr. T. L. Haig 
was present on behalf of the company. Tho 
machinery offered included three engines, 
steam pump, hoisting gear, fan blast, etc., 
there being over twenty lots on the list. A. 
P. Luxton, of Victoria, bought, in the whole 
of the material on behalf of the Smelter 
Company for $1,700.

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THE GARNET IN POET. 



She Brings Little Fresh Xevvs of the 
Political Situation in the 
Hawaiiau Islands. 



Will Probably Speud Ilia Suiiimer in 
Port-A Pleasant Visit to the 
"Pearl of the Piiciilc" 



The second of tho warships of H.M.'s 
Pucitic squadron to return to headquarters 
this yoar, after » cruiao in Southern waters, 
is tho Garnet, which reached Esqui- 
mau harhor yesterday morning about 
six o'clock, direct from Honolulu. 
Tho voyage up took twenty-two 
days, not so much on account of the wind, 
which was mostly fair, hut because of heavy 
seas. 

The Garnet ia no atrauger hero. She was 
commissioned in Malta two years ago and 
then joined the Pacific squadron, her 
ollicors spending somo littlo time in port. 
She left hero October 31, 1801, for South 
American ports after a brief visit to the 
Hawaiian and Piteairn islands. Before tho 
overthrow of tho Hawaiian monarchy, or in 
fact boforo there was any intimation of it, 
the Garnet was ordered then;. She arrived 
just a fortnight after the Queen hud been 
deposed, and, of courso, Gapt, P. Hughes 
Hallet, her commander, was surprised to 
find the order of things changed and a 
provisional government in charge of affairs, 
while their emissaries had gone to Wash- 
ington to endeavor to bring about annexa- 
tion to the United States. 

While in Honolulu, as has been previously 
announced, Chief Engineer Jeffrey of tho 
Garnet died, and was buried on March 12, 
with full naval honors. This was tho only 
untoward event to mar the pleasure of the 
cruise. Speaking generally, the voyage 
was uneventful. Everyone was delighted 
with tho " Pearl of tho Pacific," as Hono- 
lulu harbor ia known, and what between the 
splendid climato and tho extreme hoapi- 
tality of tho residents, all were sorry to 
come away. It was expected when the ship 
left Honolulu that only a short timo would 
be spent in Victoria belore taking up the 
Behring Sea patrol, but there now aeems to 
be a hope of remaining here all summer, 
which would bo preferable all round to 
the Northern cruise or " exile," for four or 
five months. 

Asked aB to tho political situation in 
Hawaii, tho ship's officers had little to say, 
more than what has already been published. 
They contradict, however, tho reports cur- 
rent of riots, threatened insurrections and 
so forth. Tho Provisional Government so 
far has been getting on very well, and thero 
ia not so much objection from the support- 
era of tho monarchy. The Queen is al- 
lowed about tho same amount of money 
support aa ahe previously had, ao there 
can bo no cauao for complaint on 
that score. The leader of the Government 
ia generally regarded as an able man of con- 
siderable influence and tact, but his sup- 
porters and advisers do not meet with tho 
samo approval, being regarded to a greater 
or less extent aa adventurers. 

One matter in connection with the annexa 
tion movement ia worthy of more than 
casual mention. It is tho feeling of the 
planters, who grow nearly all of the sugar, 
and really form the chief business popula- 
tion, us without them there could be ...> ex- 
port trade. At present they aro working 
with Japanese contract labor mainly, and as 
this principle is opposed to that of the 
United States, in the event of annexation 
tho Japanese would be freo to demand 
higher wages, which would have to bo paid, 
for it is presumed that no more could be 
imported under contract. Even should the 
American bounty on sugar continue to be 
paid — and it is held to be doubtful if this 
would bo done — it would not repay tho 
planters for the additional expense they 
would be put to in wages, ami, on the other 
hand, should the bounty be withdrawn, 
they would be in a bad position indeed. 

There is a general feeling, though, say 
the Garnet's officers, that some government 
should establish a protectorate or else an- 
nex the islands. Until this is done there 
will not bo Huch a settled state of affairs as 
in conducive to prosperous business, and, it 
is said, in the event of the United States 
refusing to annex the islands, there will be 
a good deal of uneasiness as to the outcome. 
Japan being largely interested in men, 
though little in money, might step in, but 
of all the nations England is preferred. 

THE PROPOSED GUARANTEES- 

To Tin: Editor :— Assuming that the 
parties who aro willing to undertake the 
construction of what is known as the Can- 
ada Western railway, or British Pacific as 
it has lately been called, are men of the 
financial standing claimed for them— and of 
this fact the Government can easily get 
every necessary assurance — it aeems to me 
that a failure to comply with a reasonable 
request for a guarantee of interest would be 
exceedingly unwise. Tho proposition pre- 
sents itself to me somewhat in this way. 
If we, who aro to hive tho direct benefit of 
the road and who are presumed to know 
what development our Province ia capable 
of, are not willing to guarantee a portion of 
the interest on a portion of tho capital to 
be invested, how can we expect capitalists 
in Europe to take tho risk of building the 
road ''. We say to them : " Hero ia 
a land aubsidy of '20,00!) acres 
per mile which wo will give 
you to build the road ; it will be immensely 
valuable immediately the road is con- 
structed, and will far more than repay you 
what the road will coat." In reply they 
say : " If you believe what you say we will 
give you an opportunity to show your good 
faith. Under the laws you have passed we 
may issue bonds against the rood and tho 
land for a large sum of money. Instead of 
going to the limit we will issue bonds alto- 
gether to not more than half what you say 
the lands are worth, and if you will guaran- 
tee a part of the interest upon a part of 
these bonds, wo will give you as security a 
mortgage on all our property subject only 
to the comparatively small issue ol bonds." 
If we say that we will not, do this, do we 
not advertise to tho world that we uro ask- 
ing capitalists to do whit wo would not do 
ourselves ? 

Does a guarantee of interest imply that 
the Province will have to pay it? I do not 
think so; but if it did and we could get the 
proposed railway built in that way only it 
would pay us to do so, for wo would have 
the road und the lands would revest in tho 
Province subject only to the partial guar- 
antee which we aro asked to give. But I 
do not think the Province will be called 
upon to piy interest. Tho financial men 
behind the road intend to put at least §5,- 
tlDO.OOO of their owu into it. This thev have 
already subscribed. Wo know that to build 
the toad, at least another £5,000,000 will 
be required. That ia to say, SIO.OOO.OOO 
over and above the amount to bo realizod on 
tho bonds will be invested in the road. The 
men who put this money into tho project 
will bo forcod by Bclf interest todovelopo the 



earning capacity of theirproperty. Thoir pro- 
fit ..will come from tho development of this 
property, but before they can derive a dol- 
lar's profit tho intereat upon tho bonda must 
bo paid. It ia said to bo their intention to 
dovolopo the proporty aa tho construction of 
tho road progresses. I would auppoBO this 
to bo tho case without being told, because 
tho whole project is essentially ono of 
dovulupmont. 

If I were asked why a guarantee should 
bo wanted if tho property will bo ablo to 
pay tho intereat, I would answer that a 
bank does not ask a man to get an endorser 
upon his noto becauao it beliovea ho will not 
pay it, but bocauso that is tho right way of 
doing business. I can eaid'y understand 
financial men saying : " This looks 
liko a good thing. Wo believe it 
is a good thing, but before we recommend it 
to our customers as an investment wo would 
like those who know all about tho proposi- 
tion and who represent it aa a good thing, 
that is, the people of British Columbia, to 
show their good faith by assuming with us 
a part of tho risk." 

Will tho project pay its promoters ? If it 
does not, then it ought not to ho built. If 
wo, the people of British Columbia, do not 
believe the road will pay, wo ought not to 
ask any ono to build it, and the offer of a 
land subsidy was a farce. Nay more, we 
ought not to say anything more about the 
future greatness of our Province, but adver- 
tise to the world that we have now more 
people here than we need, and that wo have 
no more resources to be developed. My 
own belief, based upon a tolerably close in- 
vestigation of the matter, is that the 
road will be an exceedingly profitable en- 
terprise for all concerned ; but if wo have 
to do without it until we can go to ling- 
land and convince poraoually the men 
whoso money wo want to aeo invested hero 
of the truth of thoae things which it h ia 
taken us years to learn, most of us will be 
in our graves beforo the lirat sod on the 
road will he turned. As I want to seo the 
road built while I can got some benefit out 
of it, I for one favor any reasonable guar- 
antee, provided the men behind the enter- 
prise are, as I believe them to be, ablo to 
carry it through and set on foot tho indus- 
tries which the utilization of the resources 
of tho country to be intersected will require.

SEWERAGE. 



To THE EDITOR : — Mr. A. McBean is no 
doubt a Buccess as a contractor, but lilte 
almost every other mortal, when he steps 
outside of his own particular sphere, he 
makes himself more or less ridiculous. An 
enterprising reporter of your sprightly 
evening contemporary interviewed Mr. ulc- 
liean tho other day, and obtained from that 
gentleman a very preciso and very pro- 
nounced opinion on the method that should 
bo adopted for the construction of tho city 
8ewera. Mr. McBean holda that certain 
sums of money should be borrowed under 
the authority of money by-laws, for the 
building of tho common sowera, and the 
houso connections put in under the 
provisions of the local improvement bydaw. 
Mr. McBean evidently ia not uware that the 
sewerage scheme for that portion of the city 
contributory to the present outfall, or suf- 
litdent to utilize its capacity, had been la- 
boriously worked out and developed by the 
Council of 1802, in accordance with true 
local improvement principles, viz.: that 
every property owner shall pay for tho im- 
provements directly affecting his own prop- 
erty. It was likewise arranged that the 
money expended on Mr. McBean and his 
contract should be a charge only on tho 
property benefited by these works. It has 
always seemed to me an inconsistency in the 
fair and just municipal system of Victoria 
that the burden of responsibility for 
the cost of city improvements had not 
sooner been placed on the proper shoulders. 
Can you imagine, sir, by what law of 
ec|Uity it is deemed fair that any portion of 
tho coat of constructing a sewer along Bird- 
cage walk should be charged against the 
property owners of Victoria West, or that 
the paving of a street in Victoria West 
should be paid for, in whole or in part, by 
the lot owners on the east end oi Pandora 
street ? I venture the assertion that there is 
not a city of any importance on this Pacific 
slope or in tho Dominion any » hero in 
which the principle of local improvement 
is not in operation, and the more closely 
we keep to that principle in all sewerage 
works, and in other works of magnitude 
and importance, tho more we promote the 
prosperity of the city and tho contentment 
of the citizens. 

I sincerely wish Mr. McBean success in all 
his undertakings hero or elsewhere, but aa 
a demonstrator of municipal ethics I must 
pronounce him a huge mistake.

A PROMISING PROJECT. 

The letter of a " British Columbian" in 
another column is well wortli a careful 
perusal. It is evidently tho production of a 
thoughtful man, who has given the subject 
a careful study. Tho topic on which hn 
writes should be one of the deepest interest 
to every man and woman who has the wel- 
fare of British Columbia at heart. The 
construction of a railway through the 
northern section of the Province is neces- 
sary to its development, and, it must be ad- 
mitted, tho sooner it is done the hotter. 

We confess that wo have no sympathy 
whatever with those who look upon the 
promoters of the British Pacific railroad 
with suspicion and who are disposed to 
throw cold water on the project. The road, 
it must be admitted, is needed, and the 
men who are exerting themselves to give it 
to tho Province are doing its inhabitants, 
present and prospective, a very great 
service. If they have not the means, 
or cannot find the means to cirry 
out the enterprise, it is most un- 
fortunate for them as well us for our- 
selves. As long as they are willing to 
exert themselves to give tho Province a 
work which is calculated to do it so much 
good every true British Columbian, so far 
from sneering at them and belittling them, 
should do all in his power to aid and en- 
courage them. They are at least entitled 
to our respect and our good word. It ia 
only a fool or an iguoraut boor who abuses 
and ill-treats those who are endeavoring to 
do him a service. 

T'.ie promoters of the British Pacific can- 
not possibly do the people of this Province 
an injury while they are endeavoring to 
form a company to build the railroad. On 
tho contrary, every step they take in that 
direction ia bcQcliciul to British Columbia. 
When they have formed their company and 
when they believe that sullieient money ia 
raised and available tO£0 on with the work, 
it is then for the Government of 
tho Province and its representatives 
in the Legislative Assembly to inquire into 
its ability to do tho work it is willing to 
undertake. If they Sad that the scheme is 
not on a sound basis, that — to use the 
language oi its contemners —it is a "wild-eat 
project," no harm will bo done to anyone 
except those who have spent their money 
and lost their time in working it up. 
But if they come to tho conclusion 
that the company is composed of 
good men, that it is solvent and 
able to ful ill any engagement it may 
muke, it will ha for them to consider how 
fur they ought to aid the enterprise. 

We think that it will be generally ad- 
mitted that if the Provincial Government 
were in a position to undertake tho work it 
would be perfectly justified in going on 
with it ; that, in fact, it would not bo doing 
its duty if it did not make a beginning 
without any unnecessary loss of timo. 
Bub the Government is not in 
that happy position. If, however, it can- 
not do everything it would like, is it not its 
duty to do all that lies within its power to 
further an enterprise which cannot fail to 
do very much to promoto the prosperity of 
the Province 'i For instance, who can tell 
what will be the result of the development 
of tho mineral resources of tho Cariboo dis- 
trict alone '! The world is badly in need of 
gold, and who can form any idea of tho 
utorcs of that precious metal which lie hidden 
iu the mountains of that rich region. 
Let a feasible scheme of opening up that 
mining region and tho line pastoral, agri- 
cultural and timber lands that lie between 
it nnd tho count ho devised, and uu enter- 
prising Government and Logialattiro would 
uot, wo think, bo hIow iu proving their faith 



in the country by their works. " British 
Columbian " shows that it is reasonble that 
they should do this, und ho also shows that 
they can do it with very little risk. 



ANOTHER GUIS IS. 

Trance is going through another political 
orisis. Political crises have been very com- 
mon of late in that country, but though 
frequent they do not appear to bo danger- 
ous. The country passes through each of 
them and comes out as well— or rather as 
ill — as ever. A new shullle is made of tho 
political cards, and tho now government, 
differing very little in its personnel from the 
one it succeeded, manages the affairs of tho 
natiou as best it can until matters como 
again to a crisis. Tho late governments of 
Franco have not been strong. They have 
had but a slight hold on tho country, and 
Parliament seems to have looked upon them 
as a series of makeshifts, 

The Panama scandal has been a terribly 
disturbing element iu tho political world of 
France. Ministers were suspected of com- 
plicity with tho boodlers, and more than 
one hud to resign his position 
on account of their connection with 
tho Panama company. Tho hands of 
the members of the Government which was 
last in power were, it is said, clean. They 
were, however, accused of weakness in 
dealing with the scandals. But it was not 
the Panama scandal that was the immediate 
cause of its downfall. There was a dispute 
between the Chamber oi Deputies und tho 
Senato about tho budget. Tho Senate had 
made changes in it which tho committee 
that had it in charge-in the Chumber re- 
fused to adopt. Its chairman, M. Lock- 
my. announced that the committee was 
determined to send it back to the Senate in 
its original form. M. Tirard, minister ot 
finance, maintained that ono of the changes 
relating to tho liquor laws must bo agreed 
to. Tho matter was put to vote and the 
Government was defeated by a majority of 
live. Tho ministry then resigned. They 
were persuaded by the President to 
retuin their seats until something had 
been clone to appoint their successors. 
In making the announcement of w hat had 
been done in the Chamber of Deputies, the 
Minister of Finance asked for supplies for 
two months. This the Chamber refused, 
consenting to vote only one month's supply. 
This was taken by the Government and the 
country as a pretty emphatic notice to quit. 
Tho fact seems to be that the country is 
sick and tired of the present Chamber of 
Deputies and wants a new one. Tho con- 
sent of tho Senate is required to a dissolu- 
tion, nud the Senate it seems is unwilling to 
dissolve, or the plea that to do so would be 
unconstitutional. It may bo that the new 
Government, which is uot a mere change of 
portfolios with the addition of a new man 
or two, may live longer than its predeces- 
sors, but it is quite likely that it will soon 
be upset by some new combination of fac- 
tions, and there will be another crisis. 
France, however, is spite of the, delicate 
constitutions of its governments, seems to 
be prospering, and it also, wonderful to re- 
late, appears to be fairly well governed. 



AN IMPORTANT CASE. 

A very interesting and a most important 
labor case i3 now before the United States 
courts. Tho question involved seems to be 
the right of men employed on railways and 
other concerns in which the interests and the 
convenience of the public are concerned, to 
leave their work when they please and for 
any cause that may seem to them sufficient. 
The question has been raised by the man 
agora of tho Toledo, Ann Arbor, and 
Northern Michigan railway company. They 
complained to the Circuit court of the 
United States for Northern Ohio that the 
interstate freight delivered by >'t to other 
railroads was not forwarded, und that the 
obstruction was caused by tho refusal of 
engineers aud other workmen upon connect 
ing roads to move trains or ears carrying 
such freight. They declared that this refusal 
was in obedience to orders from the 
Brotherhood of Engineers and other organ 
izations of workingmou who were dissatis 
lied with the wages paid by the Ann Arbor 
company, aud who wished to establish thi 
boycott to compel it to yield to the de- 
mands of its men. After the case was 
heard und tho complainants had given proof 
of the facts contained in their allegations, 
the court directed the Chief of tho Brother 
hood to countermand the order iu question 
and has forbidden the engineers and brake 
men of other railroads to obey Btich orders 

Thedeeision has been received by tho heads 
of the labor organizations with consterni 
tion. They say that if it is upheld by the 
superior courts those organizations have re- 
ceived a deadly wound. They will then bo 
powerless for good und the sooner they dis 
solve the better. It may be that they tako an 
extreme view of tho matter. Labor com- 
binations would have a wide sphere in 
which to work, even if they were pre- 
vented from hampering business and incom- 
moding the public to an indefinite extent. 
The Ohio court recognizes that tho public 
has rights in such circumstances which tho 
labor organizations must not be allowed to 
override or ignore. This has been long u 
recognized principle in the United States. 
As far back as 1821, Chief Justice Gib- 
son, of Pennsylvania, held that " a com- 
bination is criminal whenever the act to bo 
done has a necessary tenJency to prejudico 
tho public or to oppress individuals by un- 
justly subjecting them to tho power of con- 
federates, and giving offeot to the purposes 
of the latter, whether of extortion or mis- 
chief." This rule, it is said, has never been 
questioned in America. Harper's Weekly 
commenting upon it says : 

It is true that for many reasons this rulo 
has rarely been applied by the courts to 
trades-unions, at least in this country. Iu 
most eases the proof is difficult. Public 
opinion is inclined to support working-mon 
iu all fair efforts to improve their condition, 



and commonly looks with toleration even 
on their excesses, knowing that economical 
laws will iu the end correct most of them. 
Employers, too, find their prciit, as well as 
thoir comfort, in agreeing with thoir work- 
men whoucver it is possible, rather than in 
resolute opposition. But when combina- 
tions of men, whether laborers or not, are 
formed und governed for the ono purpose 
of promoting private iuterosts by disturb- 
ing the public peaco, by blocking the ways of 
iiuerce, by holding iu terror over their 
err.'ployers and tho community thoir poivor 
to do mischief, the familiar luw of con- 
spiracy is applicable, and must bo invoked 
against them. If tho chief ollicers of the 
great brotherhoods of locomotive drivers 
and attendants are right iu their reputed 
avowals that these uro tbo real purposes of 
their unions, und that unless they have tho 
right to carry out, these ends their occupa- 
tion is gone aud they may as well dissolve, 
then tho sooner tho law of conspiracy is ap- 
plied to them tho better for tho safety of 
tho community. 

It is well that this ease is being tried in 
the United States, whero the people are 
sovereign, and where the labor organizations 
exercise so strong an influence over so wide 
a field. Tho decision of tho higher court iu 
this matter is being waited for with great 
interest by all concerned — the labor com- 
binations, the employers aud the public. 



THE CHOLERA. 



As spring advances, tho progress of tho 
cholera in Europe will bo watched with 
more and more anxiety. There is ample 
ividence to show that it has not died out in 
Europe. The germs have survived the cold 
if winter in Russia, in Germany and in 
Prance. There have been many eases in 
different parts of Russia, and there are the 
best reasons for knowing that the water of 
the Elbe is still contaminated by the 
cholera microbe. Will the disease revive 
in Europe as the weather becomes warmer 
until it assumes the proportions of a plague, 
or will it after a little while disappeur alto- 
gether '.' There are persons whose opinions 
are entitled to respect who advance both 
theories. But, so far, tho whole matter is 
in doubt. All that remains to be done on 
both sides of the Atlantic is to take every 
precaution to keep the diseaso out of tho 
country, and to mako it harmless if it hap- 
pens to be imported. Those precautions, 
even if the cholera does uot come, can do 
no harm. On the contrary, they will do 
much to make life in tho cities in which 
they are taken pler.sauter. Cleanliness is 
the very best preventive of the cholera, 
and cleanliness is most conducive to health 
and comfort if tho cholera should never 
come.

Wiltnot, City Engineer ; J. C. M. Keith, of 
I'.vera & Keith, architects for Christ church 
cathedral ; F. Adams, contractor ; E How- 
ard Hill and others, with highly satistac- 
tory results, and verified the series of tests 
previously eouducted also at the dry dock. 
The tests demonstrate that Mr. Jordan has 
produced a cement of tho highest quality 
standard, viz , of tensile strength after sev- 
en days' immersion of -191 pounds per square 
inch, and after ten days' immersion of 757 
pounds per square inch. When it is explained 
that tho quality of Portland cement, accept- 
ed by the Imperial Government upon pub- 
lie works shall stand a tensile strain of 333 
pounds par square inch at seven days.it 
will atoncobo seen how excellent is tho 
Pacific Portland cement just tested and how 
advantageously it compares with the Euro- 
pean oement when it reaches this part of 
tho North Pacific.

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MARINE MOVEMENTS. 

The Cariboo and Fly Case Disposed 
Of— Collier Romulus at the 
New Outer Wharf. 



Departure of tho Topeka, .lava aud 
Danube- Uuiou Misrule 
in Seattle. 



A cowardly and unprovoked attack was 
made upon the crow of tho schooner Jennie 
Wand, loading lumber at tho foot of Spring 
street, Seattle, about 9 o'clock, Monday 
evening. Tho vessel carries n Japanese 
crew and is nearly loaded, so that she would 
be ready for sea in about threo dayB. 
Shortly after tho Japanese had goue to hed, 
half-a-dozen men entered the forecastle and 
dragged them out. At first an attempt 
was made to bribe them to go ashore, but 
they refused, aud one Jap was beaten over 
the head with an iron belaying pin aud 
seriously wounded. Capt. Olseti was in the 
cabin at tho time and, hearing the Japs' 
cries, rushed out over tho deck load of lum- 
ber, but the raiding party disappeared over 
the bow in a boat and quickly left. The 
wounded man, whoso name is Kobei, the 
only ouo of the crew who can talk Knglish, 
was taken to the polieo station as soon as 
the police were notified, which was at least 
an hour after tho attack. Kobei speaks 
very little Knglish, hut in his broken way 
in answer to numerous questions said : "Six 
men came on schooner. They union sailors. 
They oiler us $25 'piece go ashore. One hit 
me on head with belaying pin." The crew- 
shipped in San Francisco ac §30 per month; 
there was no watchman on the schooner 
when the attack was made, but all the crew 
were in the forecastle.

Til EY THINK THEY HAVE A GRIEVANCE, 

Thnrn is, says the Telegraph, indignation 
among the professional divers of Seattle 
over the treatment accorded them by the 
British Columbia customs authorities. 
Divers coming here to prosecute work have 
to pay duty on their apparatus, while 
divers going across into tho United States 
to do work are allowed to take their appar- 
atus free. When tho large British ship 
went aBhore at Fairhaven recently a diver 
was sent for from Victoria and inspected 
the ship and returned, thus preventing 
divers on the other sido doing tho work. 
The divers of Seattle have appealed to the 
authorities in tho customs department for 
relief. 

A DERRICK IN DANGER. 
Broderick's steam derrick was for a long 
time in imminent danger yesterday evening. 
Shortly after 1 o'clock she was noticed by 
her owner to bo sinking at tho stern, and 
examination proved that she was fast mak- 
ing water under the boiler house. The 
tugs Vancouver and Phantom were quickly 
summoned, and for upwards of an hour 
struggled to save the sinking cruft. The 
bridge was opened, and while the necessar- 
ily tedious operations were being performed 
tho passengers were detained, but time 
seemed to lly with them in watching the 
excitement beneath. Ultimately the barge 
was taken in tow and benched on the Indian 
reserve, below the Marino hospital, just in 
time to save her. 

THE CARIIIOO AND FLY FINED. 

Captain lienyon, of the steamer Cariboo 
and Fly, was charged before Justices of the 
Peace Ward aud Pearson, in the l'rovincial 
court yesterday, with carrying passengers 
between Northern ports, the Fly being only 
licensed for freight service. luspeetor J. 
A. Thomson initiated the prosecution and a 
conviction was secured, the defendant being 
fined $100 and costs, which were promptly 
paid. The steamer sails for the North 
again this evening. 

THE FLYER or THE FLEET. 

The Pacific Coast Steamship (lo.'s fastest 
steamer, the City of t'uebla, which com 
mences running this week in connection with 
the Umatilla and Walla Walla, leaves San 
Francisco to day, and will be due hero on 
Friday. Tho ship is now in tine condition, 
having been thoroughly refitted during the 
winter season, 

AT THK OUTER WHARF. 

Some three or four hundred tons of coal 
having been discharged from the Romulus 
in Esquimalt harbor, tho vessel was light 
enough forward to float around to the new 
outer wharf, where sho is now discharging 
the balance of her cargo. She will then go 
into the dry dock for repairs. 

GETTING READY FOR THK GARNET. 

The drydock was pumped out yesteruay 
to have some of the blocks placed in position 
prior to taking in II. M.S. Garnet. Tho 
Garnet will go in at 7 o'clock this morning, 
and will probably bo in threo days while 
her bottom is being scraped.

Uncalled For Antagonism to the British Pacific 
Enterprise— Rejoicing at the Delay.

THE BUBBLE BURSTS. 
Tho reply of tho Premier in tho Provin- 
cial Parliament on Thursday last, in an- 
swer to an enquiry from Mr. Semlin that 
the Govorninent had given no assurance of 
a guarantee of tho bonds of tho "British 
Pacific " or " Canadian Western," or by 
whatever other sonorous title that much 
advertised paper railway may bo knowu, is 
probably the last that will be heard of one 
of tho wildest and most impracticable 
schemes that the craziest promoter ever pro- 
mulgated. It is really most discreditable 
that the sober business men of this Prov- 
ince should have given so much attention to 
such an insane project. Still moro extraor- 
dinary is it that they should not have soonor 
discerned tho absurdity of the propositions 
mado to them by these "cuto" American 
schemers. "Give US all tho land wo seek 
(and our demand is only for tho moderate 
amount of 11,000,000 acres) and a guaran- 
tee on bonds sufficient to build the road, 
aud wo will then do so and own it our- 
selves," was the modest request. As though 
to make tho satire all the more biting, tho 
promoters have been good enough to tell 
us that though they have neither the money 
nor the intention to so uae it, even if they 
had it, they propose to act as middle-men 
between the Government and the people of 
a British colony and British capitalists, to 
secure the money under a Provincial guaran- 
tee of interest. Finally as though to test to 
tho utmost our credulity and ignorance, 
they announce that by superhuman efforts 
on their part they have got a real live Eng- 
lish lord (who, by the way, is a well-known 
" guinea pig "J to act as chairman of a com- 
pany, which, by ransacking the money mar- 
kets of Europe and the United States, will 
raise the stupendous sum of $5,000,000, or 
about sufficient to build '-'00 miles of the 
proposed road ! But — aud here comes in 
tho keenest piece of sarcasm — these self- 
sacrificing capitalists will only part with 
their shekels if tho taxpayers of British 
Columbia guaranteo tho interest on the 
money I On the merits of the scheme itself, 
they will not advance one cent ! Evidently 
these Yaukeo schemers have thoroughly 
mastered the meaning of the saying of the 
late Barnum — " the people like to be hum- 
bugged." 

Daily World. 
The announcement made by Premier 
Davie, on Thursday evening, relative to the 
British Pacific railway, will bo received 
with satisfaction anil a feeling of relief 
throughout tho Province. The World favors 
the opening up and the developing of our 
country and the granting of liberal encour- 
agement to such schemes as may have this 
object in view. Tho grant of '20,000 acres 
per mile as a subsidy to the British Pacific 
Railway Company of the public domain 
is of itself a liberal bonus, as groat an 
oue as l he Province is able to give. 
Further than that no liability should be 
incurred unless tho Province is absolutely 
protected against tho possibility of being 
called upon to put up a solitary cent in any 
form having the semblance of being a guar- 
antee. The scheme is yet in the air, and 
the assurance given by the Premier that it 
is not the intention of the Government, at 
present, to render any further assistance 
will not he welcome news to its promoters. 
The time, no doubt, wili come wheu rail- 
way facilities will be demanded and granted 
to the northern section of the Province, and 
when it does arrive capitalists will be forth- 
coming able and willing to take hold of tho 
enterprise. Curbstone brokers cunnot 
build railways on wind and champagne, nor 
can any Government supply capital where- 
with to do so to such a class.

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''WOMAN'S WORLD IN PARAGRAPHS. 

"Tho Cosmopolla Club" — Fatal Flaw In 1111 
bthorwlse Perfect Picture. 

Hiivo you read Rev. Washington Glad- 
den's "Cosmopolis Club" in Tho Cen- 
tury Magazine? Ho draws a beauti- 
ful picture of how the best people in 
every town and city of tho Union can 
reform the municipal gorernment if 
they will. A doctor, a lawyer, a 
preacher, a mechanic and vurious oth- 
ers interested in good city government 
form tho Cosmopolis club. Thoy hold 
meetings and appoint committees whose 
work it is to visit the city departments, 
among other things, see how tho money 
is spent and what tho municipal officials 
are doing to earn their salaries. An ex- 
cellent part of the scheme is that when 
they find dens of unlawful trade and re- 
sort nourishing they do not prosecute 
the keepers of tho unlawful places, hut 
the officials whoso business it is to sup- 
press such nests of iniquity. Of course 
it is all a story in a magazine, but in 
time the Cosmopolitans suppress the had 
places and get the city government 
honestly administered, and all ends 
beautifully. There is one fatal flaw Ln 
this lino scheme. There are no women 
citizens in it. I am surprised at that, for 
Rev. Washington Gladden is generally 
known as a good woman's rights man. 
But certain it is that his plan could nev- 
er succeed till women had part in it and 
helped. Businessmen, doctors, lawyers 
and carpenters are too busy earning a 
living to attend night after night such 
meetings as he describes, and quite too 
busy to go around municipal buildings, 
firo departments, waterworks offices, 
health bureaus and street cleaning head- 
quarters to ascertain tho facts necessary 
to inaugurate reforms. The fact that 
they have been too busy for such investi- 
gation is exactly the reason that city 
governments have fallen so low. No, no, 
Mr. Gladden! It won't do. You can set 
this one fact down and ponder on it: 
City governments will never be reformed, 
tho community will never havo clean, 
well lighted, safe streets, first class pub- 
lic schools, a public sentiment in favor of 
morality, beauty and purity, till women 
take hold of municipal matters, knowing 
that the future of their children depends 
on theso things. Wako up tho women 
in our towns and cities.! 

The New York city board of education 
— Tammany — does not want any women 
on tho school board. The members gave 
a vote to this effect in answer to a re- 
quest from Mayor Gilroy for an expres- 
sion of opinion on tho subject. In L993 
tho lady mayor of New York city will 
send a communication to tho members 
of tho school board asking whether, in 
their judgment, it is wise to permit men 
to servo on it. In answer the board — 
not Tammanyites— will reply that tho 
school board is not a fit place for men 
because they will not take time from 
their business duties to attend to its re- 
quirements properly. Then the board 
of education will continue, as before, to 
bo made up of women. 

Both tho senate and house of the Penn- 
sylvania legislature havo passed an act 
making women eligible to serve as nota- 
ries public. 

It is said that tho reason the faculty of 
the Columbian university, Washington, 
decided to oloso the doors of the medical 
department to women was that they did 
not like the conduct of ono of the women 
students. How would it do to close tho 
doors of our medical colleges to men ev- 
ery time a young man student misbe- 
haved himself? How many colleges 
would open next fall? 

Tho Thirty-eighth Street Working 
Girls' club of New York city lately dis- 
cussed tho question, "How to Tell a 
Real Lady." Home club ought also to 
discuss tho question, "How to Tell a 
Real Gentleman." Tho first sign of a 
real gentleman would bo that ho does not 
spit. 

If Mary Lease, president of tho Kansas 
stato board of charities, has her nohlo 
way during her term of service, there 
will not bo in the state a rotten charity 
supply contract or a spoils politician in a 
public charity office, neither a brutal or 
callous official nor a fraudulent, or able- 
bodied pauper. Hers is one of tho of- 
fices that wise women are especially (it- 
ted to till. 

I have often wondered that more 
women do not go into dairying and 
butter making. I have known in towns 
of a few hundred inhabitants industrious 
Gorman women that supported their 
families oil' the milk of two or three 
cows. With 10 cows a full set of ma- 
chinery for butter making and a cream 
separator can be kept. The work is mod- 
erately hard, but much easier than sew- 
ing 12 hours a day, much more healthful 
than school teaching, and when the busi- 
ness is well managed it pays bettor than 
either of these. In neighborhoods where 
creameries are established and the own- 
ers will pay fair prices for the cream 
to make into butter tho labor of churn- 
ing is avoided and enough received for 
tho cream to pay good returns, with tho 
skimmillc left over to raise chickens 
on. Milk so rich that bi quarts of it 
will yield from three-quarters of a 
pound to a pound of butter will pay 
well to make butter from, even if tho 
cream is disposed of at a butter factory. 
A milk tester is necessary to find out tho 
richness of tho milk.

No self respecting woman in Now York 
can of course belong to a church which 
fleiii< -her tlwpri rifdoins: religious 
find charitable church work, even among 
her ovrn sex, except under tho direction 
af a man.

ALASKAN BOUNDARY SURVEY. 

How tho Work of the American Officials Will 
Be Prosecuted— The Turtles 
Engaged. 

San Fkancisco, April 4. — Information 
has just reached lliu luoal oQicca of the 
coast survey respecting the proposed Alas- 
kuu work for tho Bummer, Four Amoricun 
parties will go into the archipelago country 
of Southeastern Alaska, working back to 
tho thirty-mile limit, whero the interna- 
tional boundary lino is supposed to he. The 
chief work will ho tho exploration of the 
Stiokeen river country. Assistants Ogden, 
of Washington City, and McClruth, of St. 
L litis, will make a aurvoy of Taku inlet and 
river, and after finishing that thoy will 
transfer their parties to the Stiokeen river. 
Tho first Stiokeen party will bo in charge of 
Assistant Tittmun, of Washington City, 
who will push tho work forward until 
joined by tho parties of Ogden ami Me- 
Grath. Each will oporato independently. 
Assistant Dickens and his toinporary aid, 
Harry Edwards, will make a reconnaissance 
of Uuak river, which empties into Behm 
cuual near Portland inlet, They will ac- 
company tho Canadian party expected to be 
at this point iu their exploration. 

While each party is making a survey in 
different localities, tho astronomers attached 
to each will remain at the mouth of the 
river making observations for errors of tho 
chronometer. Assistant Fremont Morse, of 
San Francisco, will bo atationed at Sitka us 
tlio principal astronomical station. Cape. 
Harbor, in command of the coast survey 
steamer 11 .ssler, will communicate twice a 
month with all tho astronomical stations, 
carrying chronometers between them for 
the determination of differences of longi- 
tude. Each astronomer will also determine 
the latitude of bis station and observe the 
magnetic elements. There aro several Can- 
adian parties iu tho field. Assistants Hodg- 
kins and Van Orden will accompany the 
Taku party, and Messrs. Pratt and Fleemer 
will accompany the Stiokeen party. At Hoi- 
team Bay Assistant Ritter will go with tho 
Canadian party.

MBRCIER'S DELIVERANCE. 



Independence a3 a Preliminary to 
Annexation — French-Canadians 
Owe Nothing- to Euffland. 



Confederation a Scheme Formed in 
Hostility to His Fellows 
From Quebec 



(Special to tho Colonist.) 
Montreal, April 4.— Ex-Premier Mer 
cier, of Quebec, apoko hero to-night on the 
future of Canada. In the course of his ad 
dreBS Mr. Mercier said: "I do not ueod to 
say that I propose to denl with any subject 
freely without fear and without feebloness, 
but also without hatred towards Eng- 
land, and with all the respect that 
ia due to ono of the greateat 
natioua of tho globe. I am French by 
origin, education and sentiment ; but I am 
not an Anglo-phobe. I admire Englishmen, 
but England haa been indifferent to ua. U 
hua done us boiiio good, but I believe more 
harm than Rood ; and if we French -Cann 
dians have maintained the connection it has 
not been her fault. Wo have contributed 
considerably to the fortunes of her merchants 
and manufacturers and have generously paid 
her governors, On the whole, wo owo her 
nothing and wo may separate ourselvea from 
her when a majority constitutionally de- 
cides to do so without pangs of conscience 
and without any shedding of tears. Mr. 
Mercier claimed that the union of Upper 
and Lower Camilla had been accomplished 
with the liopo of wiping out tho 
French element, but it had not sue 
ceeded. Confederation, ho declared, to hav< 
been a scheme framed in hostility to the 
French element. Millions of dollars which 
belonged to tho Province of Quebec hud 
gone into the Federal chest to enrich the 
other provinces. Quebec was also denied 
proper representation. Mr. Mercier said 
lie understood tho responsibility he had aa 
sumed, and all the animosity to which he 
exposed himself, but ho exposed himself 
with a light heart. All he asked 
was, if he waa to be hanged, to 
see hanged also the signers of tho annex- 
ationist manifesto of 1849, as well aa the 
Tory leaders, who aro now urging Orange- 
men to resist Home Rule. He advocated 
political union with tho United States 
under certain conditions. The Catholics 
would have nothing to fear from such a 
union. If it were desirable, political union 
could only result from treaty, and it would 
bo impossible for Canada to effect such a 
treaty until alio was an independent 
country. " 

At the close of the meeting resolutions 
Were passed declaring in favor of tho im- 
mediate independence of Canada. 

MAINLAND MATTERS. 

Improved Railway Service by the C. P. It- 
Vancouver and Langley Council 
Proceedings — Agricul- 
tural Concents, 

VANCOUVER, April 4. —(Special)— From 
June 1st tho time between Winnipeg and 
Vancouver by the C. l'.R. will be shortened 
•20 hours, the time of trip being ")S hours. 
From Now York it will be six days. St. 
Paul passengers will he (.ble to nuke direct 
connection. 

Tho Council met to night. 

Foreman Campbell, who broke hia leg 
while on duty, will receive half pay till well. 

Dr. Thomas, health officer, is required by 
the Council to report every week. There 
are no new cases of diphtheria. 

The City Tramway Co. have applied to 
extend the line from Westminster avenue 
to the city limits. 

The Council protested by resolution at 
tho act of the Legislature allowing police 
commissioners to handle other licenses than 
lii|uor licenses. 

The by-law to guarantee interest oi 5 per 
cent, for 2Ci years on $400,000 of city tram- 
way debentures, passed its second reading 
to night and ia ready for the people. The 
city haa the privilege of buying tho road 
within a certain period. The Tramway 
company guarantee to extend the track and 
lighting aysitem, and constantly increase 
the value of the road. 

LANGLEY. 

LANOLEY, April 1. — The council met in 
the townhall to-day for tho transaction of 
business. The members of council present 
were Messra. James Cray, Reed, and Coun- 
cillors Morrison, Ruwlison, Carnock, Sy- 
monds and Jackman, with Mr. Geo. Ruwli- 
son, C.M.C. A number of communications 
were laid on tho table, among others from 
C. M. Lamb, enquiring what field Langley 
presented for the establishment of a news- 
paper. After consideration this communi- 
cation was referred to the clerk for reply. 

The pathmasters for tho diil'erent bunts 
were appointed, and tin Stray Animals By- 
law was read three times and passed. Tho 
clerk waa instructed to require all petitions 
for roads and bridges to bo handed in by 
lirat Saturday in May. Several accounts 
were tendered, ana the clerk was instructed 
to have them paid. The Council adjourned 
until the first Saturday in May. 

The spring-like weather of a fortnight 
ago has been succeeded by another very 
cold spell accompanied with heavy falls of 
snow and hail, which is proving very disas- 
trous to thoatookraiaors in these parts, espec- 
ially amongsheep and lambs. In consequence 
of tho prolonged severe winter, ewes were 
very much reduced in condition, and now 
that gr.i3B ia not to be had, and fodder in 
many instances has given out, numbers oi 
both ewes and lambs are dying. On one 
farm, as many as fifteen ewes and thirty 
lambs have succumbed within the last few 
tlays, while other farmers have suffered con- 
siderable loss. Seeding ie also at a stand- 
still, and, failing an early return of good 
weather, tho chances of a good harvest are 
somewhat remote. The boats continue 
their running with fairly good results, con- 
sidering tho state of tho weather and back- 
ward season. 

A petition is in circulation with the ob- 
ject of having the services of tho Rev. A. 
Tail, who resigned hia charge hero a, few 



weeks ago, retained ; and judging from tho 
hearty response and liberul subscriptions 
prom'sed, it ia hoped that tho object of tho 
potitionera will be attained. 

Tho dyking scheme which waa pro- 
moted by soveral owners of prairio 
lands adjoining this place Iisb now 
been finished, and tho contractors — the 
McLean Bros, of Vancouver — receive no- 
thing but commend ition for tho manner 
in which they have carried through the 
contract. It now only remains to bo seen 
whether the dyke will bear the test of the 
high water, which, it is anticipated, will be 
more Bevero than in ordinary seasons, owing 
to tho long continued cold and heavy Bnow 
on tho mountains. 



THE BEHBING SEA CASE. 

Kuirllsh Newspapers Say tho United States 
(Tubus are Based on False 
Translations. 

LONDON, April 4. — Nowapapers generally 
comment upon tho introduction before tho 
Court of Arbitration on tho Bohriug Sea 
question of tho British countor case, expos- 
ing tho use of mistranslations of Russian 
documents in tho caso preBeutcd by tho 
United States. 

The London Standard aays : " Sometimes 
tho translator seems to havo blundered out 
of sheer carelessness, and in other casea to 
have been mistaken, whilo some errors of 
omission and commission show deliberate 
falsification in favor of the contentions of 
the United States. As the agent of the 
United States had put in the amended ver- 
aiona of the mistranslated documents, most 
people would suppose that no more need 
be said, but it is surprising to find 
that after tacitly admitting that some 
documents are no more reliable than the 
Mormon scriptures, tho United States Gov- 
ernment baa refrained from modifying or 
withdrawing tho arguments based on tho 
garbled translations. The British conten- 
tion is that when the spurious passages are 
expunged there does not remain an atom of 
evidence supporting the chief claims of the 
American legation. It would perhaps be 
futile to ask whether any responsible poli- 
tician at Washington really thought tho de- 
vice could beguile tho representatives of 
Groat Britain." 

The St. James Gazette says it doea not 
suspect tho United States Government of 
conniving in tho concocted passages, and 
■ays tho American people will repudiate u 
trick so dirty and so silly. Yet, says the 
Gazette, the arguments founded on for- 
geries are uirjancelled. 



MODERN PROGRESS. 

The I'ope Urges a More Profound Study of 
the Scriptures and Attention to 
Ilcrmeneutles. 

Rome, April 4.— I'opo Leo has just corn- 
completed an examination of tho question 
of tho study of the Scriptures. Having de- 
voted inquiry especially to tho diverse 
opinions of savants on great Biblical ques- 
tions. his Holiness will proceed to indite a 
lotter to the bishops requesting them to en- 
join upon their flocks a more profound study 
and critical explanation of hermeneutics. 
The I'ope urges the necessity of keeping in 
tho truck of modern progress and discovery, 
in order to adapt Catholicism to the needs 
of tho day.

Ex-Queen Isabella's Latest Favorite Causes 
.Serious Trouble in Spanish 
Royal Circles. 

Paris, April 4. — A quarrel has broken 
out in the Royal family of Spain, owing to 
the conduct of the young King's grand- 
mother, ex Queen Ivihellu, the Second. 
Isabella, who is about (i.'i years id' age, has 
taken another favorite, a young Hungarian, 
who for the present exercises immense in- 
lluence over her. Presuming on his influ- 
ence, the youthful favorite has red to in 
suit the Infanta Kulalie and other members 
of the Royal family.of Spain and the re- 
ault is a bitter dispute between tho ex- 
Queen, who resides in Paris, and the other 
members of the Royal family.
